| MADE BY ITALY 


Many ‘Fascists Arrested, 
Public Buildings Patrolled 
Red, White and Blue 
Ink Put on Consulate.

TUNIS, Tunisia, Dec. 8. — The} 
French Government strengthened 
its armed patrols here today and 
the Italian Consul-General lodged 
a vigorous protest against continu- 

anti-Italian demonstrations. 

Heavy reinforcements of mobile 
guards were ordered to Tunis from 
the neighboring French possession 
of Algeria. 

This action was taken after re- 
peated clashes between French and 
Italian demonstrators on Avenue 
Jules Ferry in the center of Tunis. 

French ‘students fought Italians 
carrying signs hostile’ to France 
and shouting against the French 
Government. Several times Arabs, 
friendly to France, joined the dem- 
onstrations. “ 

These developments followed a 
clash Rakes police and hundreds 
of Italian citizens, many of whom 
were arrested when they attempted 
to demonstrate in support of Fas- 
cist claims on this French North 
African protectorate. 

Among those arrested was Ubal- 
do Rey, head, of the Italian war 
veterans in Tunis and a leader in 
the Italian community in Tunisia 
—totaling 94,289 at the last cen- 
sus. 

Today’s demonstrations began in 
the main thoroughfare of Tunis 
when groups of Frenchmen began 
collecting and shouting against the 
Italian ‘campaign for slices of 
France’s African and Mediterra- 
nean possessions. The French pop- 
ulation of Tunisia is 108,068, ex- 
cluding the army of occupation. 

No sooner had the French groups 
been broken up by police than the 
Italians began forming in proces- 
gions, chanting the Fascist march- 
ing song, “Giovinezza.” 

Three hundred mounted guards 

were recalled from the interior and 
assigned to patrol duty in the out- 
skirts of the capital. 
The military territory on the 
133 Tunisian frontier, border- 
hg Italian Libya, remained closed 
to all except the French military— 
as it normally is. Vague rumors 
of troop movements in the area— 
about 500 miles from Tunis—could 
not be confirmed. 

Police squads guarded public 
including the Italian 
Consulate, which was attacked last 
night by Frenchmen who smashed 
windows and smeared the white 
walls with red and blue ink to 
make the hues of the tricolor. 

Travelers from Libya, who re- 
ported both sides of the frontier 
were guarded by normal garrisons, 
said there were several ‘anti-Jew- 
ish demonstrations in Tripoli last 
night by the Italian population.

Refused to Give Funeral 


Because Victim’s Parent Wanted 


to Talk of Revenge.

NEW YORK, Dec. 8—The New 
York Neue Volkszeitung, Sociaj 
Democratic weeekly newspapeer, 
said today Adolf Hitler turned 
pale with rage“ and refused to de. 
liver the funneral oration for 
Ernst Vom Rath, assassinated 
Nazi official, Nov. 17, because the 
father berated Hitler for speaking 
of vengeance as they stood at the 
youth’s bier. | 

The newspaper said Hitler, her 
alded as a speaker at the funeral 
in Dusseldorf, met the father 
mourning at the bier. 

Hitler tried to console the elder 
Vom Rath, the newspaper said, and 
told him that the whole German 
nation would avenge the son's 
murder at the hands of a Jewish 
youth. The father replied that he 
did not want any talk of revenge 
over his son’s grave and that the 
assassin had been driven to his 
act by despair over Nazi-perse 
cuted relatives, the newspaper 
said. 

Thereupon, the newspaper add- 
ed, the Fuehrer turned pale with 
rage and stalked away, ordering 
Foreign Minister Joachim Vom 
Ribbentrop to make the oratios 
in his place.

“The continued expansion of dis- 
cretionary Government control over 
business is dangerous,” he said.

No desirable substitute for com- 
petition has been proposed. Our 
objective should be the development 
of a rule by which the practices we 
all know to be wrongful shall be 
effectively banished.” 

O’Mahoney pointed out that a 
major portion of industrial produc- 
tion consisted. of items Which did 
not have to be purchased at once. 
In periods of deflation, consumers 
tended to postpone purchases of 
items not immediately required, 
with far-reaching unemployment in- 
evitably resulting. 

He argued, therefore, that some 
form or regulation’ was required to 
soften or prevent such violent fluc- 
tuations. 

Such regulations or supervision, 
he said, should be worked out not 
by business alone, representing only 
part of the community, but “must 
be written by the Governmént—the 


people’s Government—in the inter- 


ests of all.” 

Morris asserted that America “is 
in for continued, uncertain, selfish, 
crack-pot hard times fof a decade 
or two.” i 

He likened the country’s im- 
mediate economic outlook to 
mumps, measles, chickenpox,. scar- 
let fever, etc., perhaps a major op- 
eration. 

“The world is war mad, war 
scared, with each country trying to 
save itself,” he said. 

“Our foreign trade must be small. 
That means idle people here, idle 
factories, idle farm acres, less live- 
stock.

After associating Ickes and Felix 
Frankfurter, Harvard, law profes- 
sor, with the group, Reed replied 
to a question of Representative 
Starnes (Dem.), Alabama, a com- 
mittee member: 

“Ickes was a speaker at the an- 
nual banquet of the union in New 
York City last December. The ad- 
dress was on the subject of ‘Na- 
tions in Nightshirts.’” 

“Do you recall the theme of it?” 
Starnes asked. a 

“The tenor of it was, in my opin- 
ion, distinctly radical and it wound 
up with an unwarranted attack on 
the Supreme Court.” 3 

Representative Thomas (Rep.), 
New Jersey, asked Reed if the 
Frankfurter, to whom the witness 
referred, was the one mentioned 
as a possible appointee to the Su- 
preme Court. 

“There is no question about it,” 
Reed replied. 

Can’t Name Other Candidates. 

Representative Dempsey (Dem), 
New Mexico, another committee

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Knockout Punch Comes in Ninth Round After Close, 
Hard Bout — Crowd of 12,000 Pays $20,000 


„Gate at Arena Show.

Otis Thomas made a fine sporting gesture at the Arena last night. 
The big Negro heavyweight refused to accept a foul decision over 
Tony Galento of Orange, N. J., after Tony had fouled him three times. 
But it cost Otis a knockout at Galento’s hands. Thomas went down 
for the count from one of Galento’s left hooks to the solar plexus in 


the ninth round. 

Galento, who throws punches from 
all directions and lets them fall 
where they may, hit Thomas low 
in the first round, the seventh 
and the eighth rounds. 

Referee Walter Heisner had in- 
structed Galento at a meeting of 
the Missouri Commission the previ- 
ous evening that three fouls meant 
disqualification. Heisner warned 
Tony in the first round, again in 
the seventh and after the third 
foul in the eighth, Heisner waved 
the fighters to their corners and 
gave Thomas the decision. 

Joe Jacobs, Galento’s manager, 
hopped into the ring to protest and 
Bill Duffy, manager of Thomas, 
joined the discussion. Duffy of- 
fered to have Thomas go ahead but 
Heisner refused to do so on his 
own initiative so the managers 
went over to Russell Murphy, chair 
man. 

Galento Warned Again. 

Duffy said he was satisfied to 
permit his man to continue if Ga- 
lento would refrain from any more 
low blows and Tony was warned 
that another low punch would mean 
his finish. 

All of this required a few minutes 
and both boxers naturally rested 
while it was going on. But appar- 
ently the rest did Galento more 
good than it did Thomas for after 
the eighth round was finished Tony 
opened the ninth with an attack 
and after pushing Thomas to the 
west side of the ring he nailed 
him in the ‘solar plexus with a 
powerful left hook. Thomas sank 
to the floor to be counted out for 
the first time in the 10 bouts he 
has fought in this city. 

Galento weighed 227 pounds to 
208 for Thomas but Tony set such 
a fast pace at the start that it ap- 
peared he could not keep it up 
against Otis, a powerful, well con- 
ditioned athlete. 

Tony tried to get Thomas quickly 
because he realized that 12 rounds 
were a lot of rounds for à fellow 
who had only, recently recovered 
from an attack of pneumonia. 
But he couldn't get past the 
defense of Otis, who put both 
hands high in front of his face 
and went into a semi-crouch which 
afforded little target except his el- 
bows. 

The bout was not two minutes 
old until Tony landed his first

Thomas opened up a bit in the 
fourth and held Galento even al- 
though Tony hit Otis with lefts 
and rights which carried little 
steam.

Hard Fought Contest. 


It was a hard fought. contest 
nearly all the way and Thomas was 
ordered at the outset to go out 
fighting for a quick finish: Ga- 
lento, too, as already noted, was 
after a fast finish. ' 

A crowd of 12,099 attended and 
the gross reecipts amounted to $20,- 
016.95, the largest “gate” and the 
largest crowd which boxing has at- 
tracted here since June, 1937, when 
John Henry Lewis fought Bob Olin 
the second time. 

The bout was the main event of 
a seven-contest program all of 
which ended in knockouts, except 
one and that was an extra four- 
round affair provided after five 
successive contests had ended in 
knockouts, three of them in the 
first round, one in the second and 
one in the fourth.

Gette, 
line coach here for several years, 
was recommended for freshman 
coach. 

The athletic board broke a prece- 
dent of many years when it ap- 
proved a five-year contract for 
Henry, a three-year contract for 
Hurt and one-year agreements for 
Lansing and Getto. Heretofore 
Kansas coaches have been given 
contracts for only one year. 


Karl Klooz of Lawrence, secre- 
tary of the 13-member athletic 
board, who made the announce- 
ment, did not disclose salary terms. 
Lindsay was paid $5500 a year. 

Henry also will continue to serve 
the university as director of ath- 
letics. In taking this action the 
two university groups rescinded a 
rule that the posts of head foot- 
ball coach and athletic director be 
held by two different persons, 


Henry, who guided the Missouri 
Tigers to their only Big Six Con- 
ference championship several years 
ago, came here last year from the 
University of New Mexico, where 
his teams enjoyed considerable suc- 
cess.

The city has-been 
called on to meet the bill for certain relief costs, and 
there have been other special charges growing out 
of the depression. Yet, at the same time, the Dick- 
mann administration has had outside financial help 
which no preceding administration has had. The 
Federal Government, for example, is paying the 
wages of some 37,000 WPA workers on city projects. 
A large share of the street repairs afid other public 
improvements have cost the city only the materials. 
Uncle Sam has met the payroll. Were this not so, 
the city’s deficit would today be much larger than 
it is. 

This is the condition. What is to be done about 
it? The first thing to decide is whether it is fair 
to limit the possible attacks to two. Is it a case 
of either cutting services or increasing taxes? Is 
there not a strong probability that much could be 
done by effecting sensible economies? 

The survey and audit by the Mayor’s Committee 
headed by Sidney Maestre may very well disclose 
opportunities for substantial savings. Similar audits 
have shown such opportunities in other cities. 
Everything that will speed this survey should be 
done. The bill to establish it on an ordinance basis 
should be passed without delay. The city should not 
wait—as it is apparently planning to do—until next 
spring to furnish the funds needed for the survey. 

Meanwhile, the Mayor owes it to himself—to his 
own professions of business ability in the 1933 cam- 
paign—as well as to the taxpayers, to see what he 
can do on his own. Let him take the city payroll 
in hand and go through it as he would go through 
the payroll of a business if he were hired as an 
efficiency expert. He will find a lot of Democratic 
committeemen and committeewomen drawing city 
salaries. Are they needed? Are they giving the 
taxpayers a fair return? Or are they there because 
the spoils system allows them a place and that is 
the accepted way to keep a political machine in good 
running order? 

A cut in the payroll does not necessarily mean 
a cut in the city services. On the contrary, the city 
services unquestionably would be improved by a 
judicious threshing out of political hangers-on 
from the staff required to operate the offices and 
departments. See what you can do, Mr. Mayor. It 
will not solve the problem in its entirety, but there 
could be no better beginning. And if such a begin- 
ning were made, the citizens would be more sympa- 
thetic toward any new tax proposals that may be 
needed. 

If the Mayor cares. to read the handwriting on 
the wall, as inscribed by the voters at the last elac- 
tion, he will find that they are sick and tired of. 
extravagance in national, state and city govern- 
ments. 

The Mayor was elected as a business man. He 
has before him now a situation that clamors for the 
application of business methods.

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. PHILADELPHIA’S INCOME TAX MESS. 

Philadelphia’s city government, facing a financial 
crisis, adopted a municipal income tax of 1% per 
cent, along lines similar to the plan discussed at in- 
tervals by St. Louis officials. The Pennsylvania 
Supreme Court now has approved the tax, but has 
knocked out the $1000 exemption, and the exemption 
for domestie workers, on the ground that these are 
contrary to the State Constitution. Another pro- 
vision rejected was that allowing credit for property 
tax payments on the income levy, a proposal also 
discussed here. 

So Philadelphia now has an income tax that ap- 
plies to one and all, including odd-job men and 
casual laborers who are lucky to make $1 a week: 
The cost of gathering tax returns and collecting 
these trifling sums obviously will be more than the 
revenue obtained, but such ig the court’s ruling. The 
decision means the imposition of an unjust tax upon 
a part of the public least able to bear it. Faced 
by requirements that will make the tax plan vir- 
tually unworkable, it is likely the Philadelphia 


Council will repeal the law, but this will leave the 


city’s financial problem still unsolved.

T is the sixth time that the ex-Kaiser 

has received me at Doorn. As I enter 

his study, Wilhelm II is seated at his table 
before a book-rest containing the proofs of 
a treatise on which he is at work. A young 
woman dressed in gray rises and with- 
draws discreetly. 

I recognize her as the Princess Henrietta 
von Schonaich-Carolath, daughter of the 
Princess Hermine,, who is herself seated in 
an armchair busy with her knitting. 

The Emperor and his wife, the Princess 
Hermine, receive me with their customary 
graciousness. Wilhelm II is wearing a 
striped blue suit and white spats. He holds 
himself soldierly erect, carefully keeping 
the famous “withered hand” at his back, 
out of sight. The snowy whiteness of his 
waved hair, his carefully groomed beard 
and mustache bear witness that, despite 
age, his vanity at least will never abdi- 
cate. 

After the usual politenesses concerning 
his health, his archeological studies, etc.,» 
I venture to bring up a graver subject: the 
dramatic events of the moment (this was 
that tense last week of September). But it 
is really the Emperor who controls the con- 
versation, and I, the questioner, find myself 


constantly questioned. He himself doesn't 


open up at all until I happen to say, “Every- 
thing depends on Hitler 

He agrees: “Yes, everything depends on 
him. It's all clear . , . whereas in 1914 
everything depended on a dozen men, and 
the confusion was such that one can't un- 
tangle, even today, the exact 7 each 
play ed. * 

Suddenly, sensing a chance I sia never 
have again, I pose. THE question: “And 
yourself, sire, what do you think of him?” 

“Nichis!” 

This “nothing” is spoken in an explosive 
tone and the Emperor turns his back on 
me to begin pacing up and down the room. 
But I'm careful not to interrupt the ensu- 
ing silence, and he goes on as if only for 
his.own benefit: 

“There’s a man alone, without family, 
without children, without God. Why should 
he be human? Oh, without a doubt, he’s 
sincere, but this very excessive sincerity 
keeps him apart, out of touch, with men

and realities ... He builds legions, but he 
doesn’t build a nation.

But these, one by 
one, he has got rid of, or even killed. Papen, 
Schleicher, Neurath—and even Blomberg. 


He has nothing left but a bunch of shirt- -

The Emperor held his silence for a long 

moment before resuming his monologue: 
“This man could bring home victories to 

our people each year, without bringing 

them either glory or danger. But of our

PRO-NAZI. ELECTION PREDICTED 


Successor to Be First Representing 

Minority Since Area Was Given 

to Lithuania. 

KAUNAS, Lithuania, Dec. 8.— 
Jouzas Kubilius, Lithuanian Gover- 
nor of Memel, and his deputy re- 
signed today. 

As a concession to Memel’s Nazis, 
the Governor’s successor will be a 
Memellander, the first to hold ‘the 
post since the former German ter- 
ritory was given to Lithuania in 
1923. 


The Nazis dislike Kubilius be- 
cause he vetoed a number of bills 
they backed in the Diet prior to 
the recent abrogation of martial 
law in the territory.

Of Equilibrium 


They Are Closely Connect- 
ed With Eyes and Feeling 
of 8 0

NE of the curious triumphs of 
science is that no one ever 
speaks any more of the five 
senses, but only of the six. The 
sixth, of course, that of equilibrium, 
began to be emphasized in text- 
books on physiology only a few 
years ago, or, at best, decades ago. 

The end organs for equilibrium 
and posture are the semi-circular 
canals. These little bony canals are 
anatomically, by pure accident be- 
cause they do not necessarily be- 
long there, set in the bony part of 
the skull near the inner ears. It is 
as if you cut three doughnuts in 
half and then joined the open ends. 
One doughnut would be flat, one up- 
right and one downward and some- 
what askew. Now imagine that 
these were hollow and that a fluid 
circulated inside them, and that 
they were lined with a membrane 
very sensitive to the movements of 
the fluid. 

You know when you are standing 
erect, when you are lying on your 
side and when you are lying down 
because. of the movements of the 
fluid in these canals. 

In the fish the organ of equilib- 
rium has a little stone in it, or 
rather, several little particles of 
stone which move around on change 
of position and give the sensation 
of posture and position in space. 
Perhaps the stone gives a stronger 
sensation, At least the fish has a 
marvelous perception of itself in 
space, as anyone can tell by watch- 
ing his goldfish. 

The nerve from the canals is, for 
another anatomical reason which 
has no basis in logic, mixed up with 
the nerve of hearing and ends in 
the cerebellum. So disturbances of 
the middle ear and of hearing are 


Meniere’s disease, the 
classical example of this, can be 
treated by cutting the optic nerve 
and nerve of equilibrium. 

The great practical interest in the 
end organs of equilibrium today is 
in connection with aviation. Per- 
haps because it has been put on a 
commercial basis, tests for aviation 


pilots all include’ a test of the or- 


gans of equilibrium. 

Some of these tests are very sim- 

ple, but most of them very complex 
and curious. 
The simple ones are simply on 
the old prificiple of the merry-go- 
round or the old blindfold game of 
pin-the-donkey.
